The lower level is 
used as a craft and activities 
room. Both levels have large fire­ 
places.

MAY BE WORST 
IN MANY YEARS 


CATANIA, Sicily <AP< — Wor­ 
ried villagers on the sloper of Mt. 
Etna fear the volcano may be 
bursting into its mast dangerous 
eruption of this century. 
Etna erupted last Sunday with 
its most violent explosion in mod­ 
ern memory. 
For two days nothing more hap­ 
pened. 
Then 
Wednesday 
night 
violent expiations resumed at sun­ 
down and continued at a rate of 
six or seven an hour until after 
midnight. 
Rain Of Ash 
Great masses of molten rock 
were belched up 1,500 feet into 
the air. Clouds ol smoke and ash 
billowed high above the volcano. 
A black rain of ash fell along the 
whole northeast Sicilian coast. 
The expiations gradually dimin­ 
ished. This morning a tall column 
of white smoke rising from the 
volcano could be seen for miles.! 
Both the eruptions of Sunday 
and Wednesday night came from 
the great central crater, as well 
as from a new crater lower on 
the northeast slope. It was the 
first time since 1**28 that the 10,- 
705-foot-high central crater had 
burst into activity. That meant 
that molten la\a had piled up two 
miles inside tile volcano. 
Villagers feared the violence of 
the new explosions might blast 
open a new crater far down the 
mountainside and start lava gush­ 
ing.

County Form Agont 
Most alfalfa producers in Ad­ 
ams County have not been satis­ 
fied with the control of insects, 
particularly the alfalfa 
weevil, 
on

not 
possible to use this material this 
year, and so weaker materials 
were responsible for some of the 
lack in adequate weevil control. 
The weather also played an im­ 
portant part in the control we 
obtined on alfalfa weevil. Due to 
the wet. cool weather the insects 
emerged over a longer period of 
time than normal. Also, there is 
very little question that all the 
rain tended to dilute the materials 
that were applied. All these fac­ 
tors together meant poor alfalfa 
weevil control. Everyone is in 
hopes that better materials will 
be available for the next season; 
however, the first cutting is water 
under the bridge so let us con­ 
sider the present situation. 
Some of the second cutting al­ 
falfa has already been made into 
hay. The majority of the rest of 
the alfalfa should be ready to 
make within the next few days. 
Normally, we time our second 
cutting on the bloom, usually aim­ 
ing for one tenth to one quarter 
bloom. The bloom stage may not 
be the best gauge for time of 
cutting this 
year. 
Often 
when 
alfalfa is injured, as most of it 
was early in the season with al­ 
falfa weevil, much of the alfalfa 
will 
not come into bloom. So 
rather than judging the second 
cutting on the stage of bloom 
it would be better to look at the 
base of the plant and when new 
shoots start coming up from the 
crown of the plant, make the 
second cutting. Since the first and 
second cuttings ha\e not been as 
good as we had hoped for it is 
important that we take full ad­ 
vantage of the productive ability 
of alfalfa in the third and fourth 
cuttings. 


Advise Top-dressing 
Many 
fields of 
alfalfa 
were 
weakened due to the 
damage 
done by alfalfa weevil. For this 
reason we would suggest that if 
you have not top-dressed this year 
to top-dress on this cutting and 
hope that we get enough moisture 
to make this fertilizer available 
to the plant. The amount of fer­ 
tilizer will depend on whether you 
normally use one application or 
two applications. If you plan on 
putting all of your fertilizer on 
in one application we would sug­ 
gest 
somewhere in 
the neighbor­ 
hood of 400 lbs. If you split 
the e 'e r heard, 
application it would probably be'

Water m occasin, an aquatic 
serpent, lives along streams, 
lakes or in swamps, grows to 
a length of six feet.

Precautions: Give a snake— 
even one you think is harmless 
—a way out. Seek immediate 
medical attention if attacked.

The 1.200 away-from home 
firearms deaths don’t always 
involve hunting, according to

Illinois, for oxamplo, more 
deaths in a recent year came 
from such assorted activities 
as playing with a gun, han­ 
dling a gun and target shoot­ 
ing than from actually hunt­ 
ing.

MARTIN GIVES 
HIS VIEWS ON 
ROAD FUNDS

HARRISBURG JA P -Highways 
Secretary Park H. Martin em­ 
phatically denied today a con­ 
tention that hi^ department can­ 
not 
spend 
the 
money 
already 
available for road projects. 
‘‘Thats not true.” Martin de­ 
clared in an interview He added: 


“ We’re .spending all the money 
we have and we could spend more 
if we had it.” 


The contention has been raised 
by some persons oppasing a state 
gasoline tax hike to provide more 
money for road construction. 


Need More Monev 
Martin, who was appointed high­ 
ways secretary at the beginning 
of the Lawrence administration in 
January 1959, said the department 
budget does not permit enough 
spending for rural road projects 
which are totally financed by the 
state. 
“ We have not been able to keep 
up with the IOO per cent financed 
roads at all,” he said. “ There is a 
lot of work on the old Pinchot- 
type roads which we could do and 
should do. but can't do. because 
we don t have the money 
The rural road pavement pro­ 
gram was originated under the ad­ 
ministration of former Gov. Gif­ 
ford Pinchot in the 1920s. 


Would Replace Bridges 
Martin said he would like to 
spend more money on a program 
to replace hazardous and obsolete 
bridges. The department present­ 
ly Is replacing dangerous bridges 
at the rate of about 200 a year 
at a cost of about 15 million dol­ 
lars annually. 
“ That’s only half of what we: 
ought to do.” he said. 
From an engineering standpoin' j 
Martin said the rural road and; 
bridge projects are simple and the 
planning can be completed in a 
relatively short time. 
He also pointed out that disputes 
over location—a major delay ini 
many 
large 
interstate highway 
projects—would be a minimum in 
the rural areas. 


Poor Year In '59 
Questioned about the amount of 
contracts let during the first year) 
as head of the department, Mar­ 
tin said:

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Luther C. Plank, 88, Began Making Purity Flour 
Deliveries 60 Years Ago With Horse And Buggy 


For 
almost 60 years, 
Luther 
C. Plank, a native of Straban 
Twp., has been milling “ P urity” 
brand flour at his Table Rock 
mill. The Luther C. Plank Flour 
Mill is probably one of the oldest 
industries in Adams County owned 
and operated on the sam e site. 
Spry and agile at 88. Plank has 
been running his mill since 1901 
when he quit a job in a H agers­ 
town mill to rent an old building 
at Table Rock and go into business 
for 
himself. 
He 
still 
uses 
the 
original building to m ake flour for 
people in New York. Baltimore, 
and m any southern states, turning 
out about 2.500 barrels a year. 
Located at the junction of Big­ 
lerville and Table Rock Rds., in 
Table Rock, the original mill was 
built on the site of an old meeting 
house that was torn down in 1859 
to m ake room for the three-story 
m erchant mill. The previous con­ 
struction, at that tim e, was des­ 
ignated as being located “ on the 
banks of the Conewago and the 
old Carlisle Rd.” 
Nice Beginning 
Pianic rented the property in 
1901, and took ownership in 1909. 
He remodeled the building in 1928 
and installed midget m arble along 
with three pairs of flouring burrs 
and one pair of chopping stones ! 
He still holds the original deed 
that gave title from the Robert 
Bells to the Lower family and 
then to him. 
It is known that the Major fam ­ 
ily owned the property prior to 
the Bells. 
When Plank began his business,' 
he delivered his flour with a horse 
and buggy throughout the county 
at a price of $4 50 a barrel. Now 
the price has skyrocketed to $10 a 
barrel varying, of course, accord­ 
ing to the price of wheat. In the 
old days Plank dealt in small 
quantities but nowadays, he says, 
the sm aller transactions hard ly , 
pay. 
Gradual Changes 
A sm all log cabin originally was 
situated between the mill and the 
site of the present hom estead, 
Plank said. He also rem em bers 
when the mill was run by two wa­ 
ter-gate wheels. When the w ater 
supply started running low, he 
changed to steam heat. L ater, die­ 
sel fuel was used and, presently,) 
electricity is the source of power.! 
Plank quit using watei 
in the 
late 1930's. He says he likes elec­ 
tricity best except “ when the bills 
roll in.” 
Business 
has 
increased 
since 
1901 and Luther is still very active 
in the mill filling orders. When the 
grain arrives at the piant, it is 
put in a m achine that cleans and 
scours the wheat. From there, it 
goes to the antetators and is then 
rolled. The final step ts the flour- 
practor which puts the finished 
flour into the sacks for use by the 
housewife. The mill has a capacity 
of 300 barrels a day. 
Luther, a brother of th e late 
Eddie Plank, one-time well-known 
athlete of G ettysburg College and 
the old Philadelphia Athletics, was 
interviewed in his sm all office- 
workshop located in the mill. 
Has Souvenirs 
Heated by a small oil stove, the 
six-by-six foot office was the site | 
of all his business transactions for

ANDREW JOHNSON 


Porn in Raleigh, North Carolina, December 29, 1808. He never attended 
school. When he was IO he was helping to support his widowed mother as an 
apprentice to a tailor. At 18 he had his own tailor shop in ( Greenville, 7’ennessee. 
As he worked, his wife read to him and at the end of the day she taught him to read 
and write. At 20 he was a city alderman; two years later, mayor. At 27 he was a 
member of the Tennessee legislature; at 33, a State senator. 
He then served ten years in Congress and as Governor of Tennessee, 1853 *>7. 
He was a United States Senator the following four years and introduced the Home­ 
stead law which opened the vast national domain to the landless poor. Among 22 
other Southern Senators, he alone fought against secession. 
Nominated with Lincoln in 1864, he was elected Vice President. He became 
the seventeenth President of the United States on April 15, 1865, following the death 
of Lincoln. 
Party and sectional politics had fbsterecLdisunion and, during his administration, 
did its worst to prevent reunion. His attempt to dismiss a cabinet member prompted 
the House of Representatives to vote to impeach him and he narrowly escaped con­ 
viction by the Senate. He remained active in po I ides and was again elected United 
States Senator in 1875 but lived to serve only four days. He died on July 31, 1875, 
aged 66.

SALMON PORTLAND CHASE 


at Cornish, New Hampshire, 1808. Hr graduated from Dartmouth College 
m 1826. After three years of law study and admittance to the bar, he engaged in 
practice at Cincinnati, Ohio. I Ie soon gained recognition as a leader of political 
reiormers and as a champion of anti slavery. I Ie served as a United States Senator 
from 1850-55. 
In 1855 he was elected the first Republican Governor of Ohio. Recognized as 
one of the ablest political leaders of the Civil War period and one of the most promi­ 
nent Republicans, he nevertheless failed to secure the nomination for President in 
1860. As Secretary of the Treasury under Lincoln, C hase (pictured above) provided 
a stable uniform national currency and was appointed Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court in 1864. He served until his death in 1873. 


MRS. ANDREW JOHNSON 


Eliza McCardle, bom in Tennessee in 1810, was an attractive young teacher 
of seventeen w hen she was married to nineteen year old Andrew Johnson. Both were 
financially poor hut rich rn intelligence and cha 
read and write, encouraged continuing study ani 
his career. An invalid in the White House, Mr
